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Surge  in 
stolen 
vehicles

Four  cars  have  been 
stolen  and  vandalized 
in  the  past  week  leading 
authorities  to  believe 
that  a  serial  car  thief  or 
thieves  are  at  large.

New  twist  in  Brown  vs.  Brown

After  the  wife  of  former 
Cynthiana  Mayor  Jim  Brown 
had  her  divorce  case  dismissed 
in  Johnson  County  last  month, 
Jim  Brown  has  filed  in  Harrison 
County 

The  divorce  was  fled  In 
Harrison  Circuit  Court  on  Dec. 
29  by  Jim  Brown's  brother/ 
guardian  Paul  D.  Brown,  and 
conservator.  Richard  M.  Wehrle. 

In  his  case,  Brown  cites  that 
“the  marriage  is  irretrievably 


broken.” 

He  added  that  prior  to  their 
Feb.  2, 200a,  marriage,  they 
signed  a  prenuptial  agreement 
and  that  neither  party  is  enti¬ 
tled  to  maintenance,  temporary 
or  permanent. 

The  filing  asks  primarily  that 
the  judge  grant  the  dissolution 
of  marriage,  enforce  the  pre¬ 
nuptial  agreement  and  restore 
non- marital  property 

Jim  Brown  also  has  three 
other  cases  pending  against  his 


wife  of  less  than  four  years. 

In  the  civil  case  styled  as 
ll-CI-00340,  Jim  Brown  alleges 
that  Kay  Brown  had  23  deeds 
drafted  to  her  following  his 
stroke  on  Dec.  23,  2003. 

Jim  Brown  said  the  transfer 
of  property  was  in  conflict  with 
their  prenuptial  agreement.  It  is 
believed  that  only  two  of  those 
deeds  were  actually  filed  with 
the  county  clerk. 

Brown  also  alleges  that  Kay 
Brown  arranged  for  a  notary 


"with  the  intent  of  coercing  and 
tricking  Mr.  Brown  into  execut¬ 
ing  all  of  the  ...  deeds  to  transfer 
his  real  estate  to  (Kay  Brown).” 

He  said  the  deeds  were 
stacked  next  to  him  so  that  only 
the  signature  pages  were  visible 
and  that  he  was  told  the  papers 
were  so  that  Kay  could  take  care 
of  him. 

Brown  alleges  that  throughout 
the  signing  on  Oct.  so,  2009,  he 
repeatedly  fell  asleep  and  had

Court, 

Webb  is  charged  with  the  2009 
murder  of  Bryia  Runiewicz,  an 
estranged  girlfriend. 

The  jury  trial  was  previ¬ 
ously  scheduled  to  take  place 
in  Harrison  County  during 
December.  However,  following  an 
attempt  to  seat  a  jury  the  judge 


decided  to  cancel  the  trial  for 
Harrison  County  and  move  it  to 
another  county 
The  defense  team  last  week 
filed  a  motion  to  preclude  a 
death  sentence  on  the  grounds 
that  Kentucky’s  death  penalty 
is  unconstitutional  and  that  a 
death  sentence  would  violate 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act, 
citing  Webb’s  diabetes.

1880 
gold  coin 
goes  for 

$2,001

Although  he  wants  to 
remain  anonymous,  the  gen¬ 
erous  bidder  fbr  the  i aeos 
gold  coin  Is  standing  behind 
his  $2,001  offer. 

Kim  Brooks,  treasurer  for 
the  local  Salvation  Army 
is  going  to  transfer  the 
coin  left  in  a  bell  ringer's 
bucket  sometime  on  Dec,  10 
or  11  to  the  Mgh  bidder  on 
Wednesday. 

The  seven  bids,  coming 
from  as  far  away  as  West 
Virginia,  were  opened 
Monday,  Jan.  9S  and  ranged 
from  the  $800  minimum  bid 
to  the  winning  52,001.  The 
closet  bid  to  the  winner  was 
$1,100,  said  Darwin  Root, 
organizer  of  the  bell  ringers 
fbr  the  Walmart  stations. 

According  to  Brooks,  no 
one  examined  the  coin  prior 
to  bidding.  Bidders  went 
entirely  on  photographs  in 
the  paper  and  on  line. 

"  We  were  tickled  to 
death,”  Root  said  of  the  bid. 

The  loeo  coin  was  dropped 
into  the  bell  ringer's  kettle 
the  second  weekend  in 
December.  The  donor  was 
anonymous  and  now  the 
purchaser  of  that  coin  is 
also  anonymous. 

The  coin  went  undetected 
during  the  treasurer's  count¬ 
ing  and  follow  up.  It  was  a 
Kentucky  Bank  teller  that 
noticed  the  coin  and  called 
John  Hodge,  local  chapter 
member.

Dropping  the  phony  facade 


Thanks  to  the  magic  of 
DVR  Fve  been  watching 
the  first  three  seasons  of 
"Mart  Men.” 

Set  in  the  early  1960s.  the 
series  is  about  a  New  York 
Madison  Avenue  advertis¬ 
ing  firm,  centering  around 
one  character*  Don  Draper, 
who  heads  the  creative 
department. 

He's  a  fascinating  char¬ 
acter  —  aloof,  suave  and  handsome  and 
morally  bankrupt.  He's  married  with 
two  kids,  but  he  sleeps  with  anything  in 
a  skirt.  It's  not  uncommon  for  him  to  not 
come  home  for  a  few  days. 

His  name's  not  really  Don  Draper,  but 
Dick  Whitman.  His  mother  was  a  prosti¬ 
tute  who  gave  him  away  to  his  alcoholic 
fattier  and  his  wife.  His  father  dies  and 
the  wife  remarries  and  Dick  has  a  pretty 
miserable  childhood. 

He  joins  the  military  and  is  sent  to 
Korea  where,  after  his  commanding  offi¬ 
cer  —  the  real  Don  Draper  —  is  killed,  he 
swatches  dog  tags  and  assumes  Draper's 
identity  and  deserts  the  war. 

So,  Dick,  now  Don,  is  a  successful  ad 
man.  However,  because  he  can't  com¬ 
pletely  shed  his  real  identity  he's  con¬ 


stantly  looking  over  his 
shoulder,  on  guard  lest 
someone  recognizes  him 
as  Dick  and  exposes  him. 
y  That  happens  a  few 

Nancy  times.  He's  on  the  train 

Kennedy  311(1  someone  says,  "Dick 

columnist  Whitman!  How  the  heck 

are  you?" 

Dick/Don's  upper  lip 
gets  sweaty  as  he  tries  to 
ignore  the  person  until  he 
finally  says,  “You've  got  the  wrong  guy" 

Another  time  Ms  younger  brother  finds 
him  and  comes  to  see  Mm  in  New  York. 
Don  gives  him  money  and  tells  him  to 
go  away  (Spoiler  alert:  The  brother  kills 
himself  in  a  hotel  room.) 

As  creative  and  brilliant  as  Don  Draper 
is,  even  as  he's  the  envy  of  ail  the  other 
ad  men  in  his  office,  he's  an  imposter 
He's  Dick  Whitman,  son  of  the  town 
whore,  and  he's  constantly  haunted  by 
nightmares  of  the  former  life  he's  trying 
to  hide, 

Brennan  Manning,  former  Catholic 
priest  and  self-confessed  imposter  in 
search  of  Ms  real  self,  writes  about  Ms 
fake  self  and  how  he  counts  on  outside 
experiences  to  give  him  inner  meaning. 

In  his  book,  “Posers,  Fakes  and 


Wannabes:  Unmasking  the  Real  You,1' 
he  writes,  “For  a  long  time  I  Md  firom 
my  true  seif  by  performing  in  ministry: 
I  constructed  a  fake  identity  through  ser¬ 
mons,  books  and  storytelling.  I  convinced 
myself  that  if  the  majority  of  Christians 
thought  well  of  me,  there  was  nothing 
wrong,  right?  The  more  ministerial  suc¬ 
cess  I  experienced,  the  more  convincing 
the  Toser'  became," 

He  adds,  “For  the  Poser,  It's  not  wheth¬ 
er  you  win  or  lose,  it's  how  you  look  play¬ 
ing  the  game." 

Eventually  Manning  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  to  rid  himself  of  his  poser 
or  imposter  ways,  he  needed  to  “call 
the  Poser  out  of  hiding, M  accept  him, 
embrace  him  and  bring  him  to  Jesus. 

“Because  whatever  is  denied  cannot 
be  healed,"  Manning  writes.  "We  have  to 
acknowledge  our  selfishness  and  stupid¬ 
ity  and  gradually  accept  that  we're  as 
poor  and  broken  as  the  next  guy  And  that 
it's  okay  because  if  we  weren't  then  we 
would  be  God." 

He  goes  on  to  write,  "When  we  accept 
the  truth  about  ourselves  and  surrender 
it  to  Jesus  Christ,  we  find  peace  —  maybe 
not  the  constant  emotional  experience  of 
peace,  but  genuine  peace  still,  even  when 
we  don't  understand  It." 


Recently  I  learned  that  one  of  my 
favorite  Christian  writers,  Heather  Kopp, 
started  a  blog,  "Sober  Boots,"  where  she 
writes  about  being  a  Christian  and  being 
an  alcoholic  and  how  the  two  are  not  an 
oxymoron. 

She  says  labeling  herself  an  alcoholic 
means  that  she  will  always  be  broken  in 
this  particular  way  and  that  she  can't 
wish  It  away  The  label  “recovering" 
means  that  she  understands  that  when 
she  wants  a  drink,  what  she's  really  crav¬ 
ing  is  grace  and  that  being  a  Christian 
means  she  “believes  God  Is  making  beau¬ 
ty  out  of  my  brokenness." 

“Sober  Boots"  refers  to  her  one-time 
habit  of  hiding  wine  bottles  inside  her 
boots  in  her  closet,  pretending  on  the 
outside  she's  something  she's  not. 

Now  that  she  admits  she's  a  drunk, 
she's  free  not  to  be.  She's  now  fbur  years 
sober. 

Don  Draper  never  gets  free  (so  far  in 
the  series).  He  does  end  up  telling  Ms 
wife  everything,  but  only  after  she  finds 
all  his  papers  that  he  had  locked  and 
Mdden  away  in  a  desk  drawer  —  and  she 
divorces  him. 

How  tragic.  By  holding  onto  Ms  fake 
self,  he  loses  everything:

Johnson  has  been  the 
Kentucky  Commission 
on  Human  Rights  execu¬ 
tive  director  since  2007. 

He  began  his  leadership 
in  civil  rights,  when  at 
the  age  of  13,  he  became 
the  youngest  president 
of  any  NAACP  Chapter. 
Before  joining  the  com¬ 
mission,  he  spent  20  years 
in  Baltimore,  Md.,  as  an 
official  of  the  NAACP 
national  headquarters. 

He  served  as  chief  pro¬ 
grams  officer  for  many 
years  and  directed  a  wide 
variety  of  initiatives, 
including  Armed  Services 
and  Veterans  Affairs, 

Voter  Empowerment, 
Economic  Outreach, 
Labor,  Academic, 

Cultural,  Technological 
and  Scientific  Olympics, 
the  Prison  Project,  the 
NAACP  library,  and  many 
others. 

As  part  of  the  Freedom 
House  Citizens  Exchange 
Program,  he  spent  two 
weeks  visiting  East 
Africa  to  help  promote 
global  democracy  In 
2002,  during  Zimbabwe’s 
presidential  eLection, 
Johnson's  NAACP  del¬ 
egation  was  the  only 
American  organization 
invited  to  work  as  inde¬ 
pendent  observers.  He 
eventually  became  the 
NAACP's  chief  executive 
of  operations,  where  he 
oversaw  the  executive 
pfflce  of  the  president 
and  CEO. 

Johnson  has  spent  a 
lifetime  leading  equality 
causes.  In  addition  to  his 
career,  he  has  been  a  dedi¬ 
cated  volunteer  and  activ¬ 
ist  confronting  many  chal¬ 
lenges,  from  integrating 
the  segregated  swimming 
pool  in  his  hometown 
of  Franklin,  Ky,  to  the 
divestment  of  Kentucky's 
interest  in  South  Africa. 
He  served  as  Kentucky 
state  president  of  the 
NAACP  for  14  years, 
increasing  Kentucky 
NAACP  branches  from 
four  to  42.  He  served  as 
an  elected  member  of  the 
NAACP  national  board  of 
directors  where  he  was 
elected  one  of  its  vice 
presidents.  He  served  as 
chair  of  the  Kentucky 
Coalition  of  Conscience, 
is  a  member  of  the 
Urban  League,  Kentucky 
Chapter  of  the  National 
Association  of  Human 
Rights  Workers,  and 
the  Southern  Christian 
Leadership  Conference. 

Before  Leaving 
Kentucky  to  work  in 
Maryland,  he  moderated 
a  weekly  radio  program 
entitled  Louisville  Forum 
and  wrote  a  column  in  the 
weekly  newspaper,  The 
Louisville  Defender,  enti¬ 
tled  'Advocacy  Line.”  His 
work  in  civil  and  human 
rights  led  to  a  street 
named  after  him,  John  J. 
Johnson  Avenue,  in  Ms 
hometown  of  Franklin, 
in  1993. 

He  has  received  numer¬ 
ous  awards  and  honors, 
including  an  Honorary 
Doctorate  degree  from 
Simmons  University;  a 


Distinguished  Service 
Award  from  Kentucky 
State  University;  the 
Kentucky  Southern 
Christian  Leadership 
Conference  Annual  Civil 
Rights  Leadership  Award, 
and  the  Medger  Evers 
Award  for  Outstanding 
Service,  Sincere  Devotion 
and  Commitment  to  the 
NAACP.

He  also  contends  that  his 
hand  had  to  be  placed  on 
the  signature  line  of  the 
deeds. 

hi  a  written  defense, 
filed  Dec,  29,  Kay  Brown 
states  that  Brown's  suit 
fails  to  state  a  claim 
against  her  and  that  the 
case  should  be  dismissed. 

She  also  asserts  that 
she  did  not  deliver  deeds 
to  her  husband's  proper¬ 
ties  to  her  attorney  in 
Paintsville  with  instruc¬ 
tions  that  he  prepare 
deeds  traiisferring  title  to 
Brown’s  properties  to  her. 

She  denies  other  allega¬ 
tions  set  out  in  Brown’s 
suit  as  wrel 1,  including 
having  a  notary  and  wit¬ 
ness  to  coerce  Mr.  Brown 
into  signing  the  deeds, 
that  the  estimated  fair 
cash  value  of  the  real 
estate  that  was  conveyed 
to  Mrs.  Brown  totaled 
56,273,371  and  that  she 
paid  nothing  for  the  con¬ 
veyance. 

With  her  denial  of  all 
of  the  allegations,  Mrs. 
Brown  asked  that  the 
complaint  be  dismissed. 

Judge  Jay  Delaney  had 
previously  overruled  a 
request  fbr  dismissal  on 
Dec.  20. 

On  Jan.  3,  a  motion 


to  quash  subpoenas  in 
the  case  styled  James  A. 
Brown  Construction  Co. 
vs.  Kay  E.  Brown,  was 
passed  when  neither  par¬ 
ties  appeared  in  court.

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HCHS’s  Martinez  named 
semifinalist  in  art  contest

A  passion  for  good  grades  and  art  lias 
led  a  Harrison  Count;/  High  School  French 
II  student  ah  the  way  to  the  transatlantic 
semifinals. 

Tonya  Martinez,  a  15-year-old  sopho¬ 
more  at  HCHS.  was  named  as  one  of  the 
100  semifinalists  in  the  “Rook  The  Statue 
Green:  A  Transatlantic  Art  Contest,” 
which  celebrated  the  125th  birthday  of  the 
Statue  of  Liberty 

As  part  of  a  grade,  HCHS  teacher  Tonya 
Wagoner,  required  ah  of  her  French  II 
students  to  provide  an  entry  piece  for  the 
contest. 

Students  were  given  the  option  of  writ¬ 
ten  or  art  pieces  to  be  submitted  in  the 
competition. 

“I  chose  to  submit  a  piece  of  art  since 
art  is  what  I  do,”  said  Martinez.  "I  guess 
she  wanted  us  to  be  involved  in  the  contest 
since  it  was  the  French  who  gave  us  the 
statue  as  a  gift.” 

Martinez  described  her  drawing  as  a 
sign  of  hope  for  cleaning  up  the  future 

hi  her  drawing,  Martinez  depicted  a  pile 
of  man-made  waste  and  “rubble,”  with  the 
strong  hand  of  Lady  Liberty  stretching 
from  the  piles  of  waste,  strongly  holding 
a  tree. 

Beside  the  drawing  is  printed  Martinez's 
phrase,  "125  years  and  she  stuck  by  us... 
But  now'  she's  asking  ‘Where  were  you 
when  earth  was  devoured.’” 

“Basically  I  drew'  the  picture  to  draw 
attention  of  how*  man-made  things  are 
causing  problems  in  our  world,”  said 
Martinez.  “You  never  hear  of  global 
warming  problems  and  poEutlon  situa¬ 
tions  without  them  being  tied  directly 
with  'man. r  It  is  our  fault  that  the  environ¬ 
ment  has  its  problems.” 

Martinez  admitted  that  as  a  young  citi¬ 
zen  she  too  has  not  always  adhered  to  a 
"green"  style  of  living,  but  as  time  goes  on 


she  is  becoming  more  aware  of  the  sever¬ 
ity  and  importance  of  becoming  more  vig¬ 
ilant  in  taking  care  of  the  environment 

“There  have  been  many  times  where  I 
have  done  something  that  could  have  had  a 
negative  impact  on  the  envir  onment.  ”  said 
Martinez.  ‘1  am  not  what  you  would  call 
a  radical  when  It  comes  to  being  nature 
friendly  but  1  do  see  the  need  to  be  more 
cautious  of  my  actions  when  it  comes  to 
taking  care  of  the  wrorld  wre  live  in.” 

After  Harrison  County’s  Christmas 
break,  Martinez  was  informed  that  the 
semifinals  would  be  as  far  as  she  got  in  the 
transatlantic  contest. 

“Being  in  the  top  too  is  good  enough  for 
me,”  said  Martinez.  ‘1  am  very  happy  with 
how 1  did.” 

Martinez  was  one  of  only  two  students 
in  Kentucky  to  make  it  to  the  semifinals. 
She  will  be  awarded  with  a  luxury  bag, 
which  will  be  sent  to  her  in  the  mail  later 
this  year.

Tea  leaves  and  herbal  concoctions 


We  visited  friends  in  Boulder,  Colo,, 
over  the  Christmas  holiday  and  had 
an  opportunity  to  visit  the  Celestial 
Seasonings  Tea  Company  that  is  head¬ 
quartered  there.  In  fact,  this  one  factor}7 
produces  all  of  their  tea  sold  worldwide. 

Celestial  Tea  had  humble  beginnings 
with  a  group  of  "passionate  young  entre¬ 
preneurs'-  (Le  hippies  in  1969),  who  began 
collecting  herbs  from  the  sLopes  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  and  crafted  their  own 
herbal  teas  to  sell  to  Local  health  food 
stores. 

Today  Celestial  Seasonings  is  one  of 
the  largest  specialty  tea  companies  in 
North  America, 

By  definition,  a  true  tea  is  an  aromatic 
beverage  made  from  steeping  the  cured 
leaves  of  Camillia  sinensis  in  hot  water. 

The  legend  surrounding  the  first  cup 
of  tea,  figures  around  the  mythologi¬ 
cal  Emperor  Shen  Nmig.  Emperor  Shen 
Wring  was  quite  remarkable,  he  was 
considered  the  father  of  Chinese  medi¬ 
cine  and  agriculture  (the  first  to  invent 
the  plow  and  introduce  the  cultivation 
of  grains);  he  had  a  profound  interest 
in  plants  and  an  experimental  attitude 
that  was  made  all  the  more  revealing 


because  he  had  a  trans¬ 
parent  stomach  (better  to 
understand  the  medicine 
side  of  things.) 

Traveling  through  his 
kingdom  on  a  hot  summer 
day  over  5,000  years  ago, 
he  paused  to  rest,  Ms  ser¬ 
vants  boded  some  water 
which  was  a  reasonable 
proposition  to  ensure 
that  the  water  was  safe  to 
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drink  and  a  gust  of  wind  blew  some  dried 
camellia  leaves  into  the  kettle. 

The  curious  Emperor  was  more  than, 
wilting  to  try  the  accidental  concoction 
and  found  it  to  be  refreshing  and  invigo¬ 
rating  (a,  little  dose  of  caffeine  never  hurt 
anyone!) 

And  so  it  began .  Tea  is  the  mostly 

widely  consumed  beverage  world-wide 
after  water 

Tea  types  include  a  confusing  array 
of  different  colors,  combinations  and 
ingredients. 

This  is  how  I  have  come  to  under¬ 
stand  what  I  am  drinking  on  any  given 
morning.  The  most  common  tea  types 
are  black,  green  and  wMte.  These  all 


come  from  the  same  plant, 
Camillia  sinensis,  what 
distinguishes  them  is  the 
processing. 

As  soon  as  the  tea  leaves 
are  plucked  from  the  bush¬ 
es  they  begin  to  wilt  and 
oxidize.  In  the  most  basic 
sense,  the  leaves  begin  to 
change  color  as  the  chlo¬ 
rophyll  breaks  down  and 
tannins  accumulate. 

This  process  is  called  fermentation 
and  when  the  fermentation  is  stopped  by 
applying  heat,  is  how  tea  becomes  black 
or  green. 

So,  a  black  tea,  wMch  has  the  most  caf¬ 
feine,  is  actually  heated  as  it  is  dried  to 
allow  for  maximum  drying  and  oxidation 
which  creates  the  black  leaves;  green  tea 
is  minimally  heated  right  after  picking 
with  steam  heat  which  stops  oxidation 
and  allows  the  leaves  to  retain  their 
green. 

White  tea  is  an  altogether  different 
animal.  WMte  tea  is  considered  the  tea 
of  Emperors  because  it  comes  from  the 
Leaf  buds  of  the  tea  bush. 

Yes,  befbre  the  leaves  even  unfurl  in 


the  spring,  the  silvery-white  swollen  leaf 
buds  are  harvested  in  small  batches,  sun- 
dried  and  slightly  heated  to  create  a  very7 
subtle  tea. 

Teas  are  reputed  to  have  flavoncid 
antioxidants,  which  has  contributed  to 
the  increase  in  variety  found  on  store 
shelves  today: 

The  competition  is  fierce  (and  confus¬ 
ing!)  True  tea  comes  from  the  tea  plant, 
Camillia  sinensis,  so  what  is  all  that 
other  stuff? 

Rooibos,  or  sxed  bush,:j  comes  from  a 
South  African  mountain  bush;  herbal 
teas  are  infusions  of  fruit  and  herbs; 
and  chai  is  a  sweet  to  piquant  mixture  of 
teas,  herbs  and  spices. 

Chai  is  of  Southeast  Asian  origin  and  I 
consider  it  a  drinkable  version  of  a  good 
Indian  curry  which  is  just  a  mixture  of 
various  herbs  and  spices. 

If  is  said  that  many  Indian,  families 
have  their  own  signature  chai  recipe. 

Turns  out  that  iced  tea  is  a  relatively 
new  way  to  enjoy  tea.  It  wasn't  until  1904 
that  iced  tea  came  on  the  scene  at  the  St. 
Louis  World's  Fair,  this  was  the  same 
year  that  the  tea  bag  was  invented. 

So,  how  do  you  take  your  tea?

Bunt  in  1905,  Moundale 
Manor  in  Winchester  is  a 
three-story  historic  home 
and  was  purchased  and 
renovated  in  2011  by  Ed 
and  Vanessa  Ziembroski.

Shuffett  also  visits 
Vendome  Copper  and 
Brass  Works  in  Jefferson 
County,  a  fourth-genera¬ 
tion  family  business  spe¬ 
cializing  in  equipment  fbr 
breweries,  laboratories 
and  the  chemical  indus¬ 
try  Vendome  was  founded 
in  the  early  1900s,  and  tire 
experience  of  meeting  the 
challenge  of  FroMbition 
in  the  i920s  set  the  stage 
for  their  continued  ability 
to  adapt  and  grow  to  serve 
developing  industries  in 
addition  to  meeting  the 
needs  of  distillers. 

Also,  Kentucky  Life  vis¬ 
its  River  Raisin  Battlefield 
in  Michigan,  one  of  the 
key  sites  where  hundreds 
of  Kentuckians  gave  the 
ultimate  sacrifice,  in  a 
bathe  that  became  known 
as  the  Massacre  on  the 
River  Raisin.  In  the  War 
of  1812,  often  referred  to 
as  America's  fbrgotten 
war,  Kentuckians  played 
a  major  role.  Although 
no  battles  were  fbught  in 
the  Common-wealth,  five 
out  of  six  Kentucky  men 
of  military  age  fought 
in  the  war,  and  an  aston¬ 
ishing  1,200  of  the  1,876 
Americans  killed  were 
from  Kentucky 

Finally  an  histori¬ 
cal  marker  in  Metcalfe 
County  recounts  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  an  artesian  well 
and  the  luxury  hotel  that 
once  stood  nearby  to  take 
advantage  of  the  heal¬ 
ing  waters.  And  this  pro¬ 
gram's  “Our  Tt>wn:d  fea¬ 
ture  is  the  Knott  County 
community  of  Mousie.
